Various Important Measures Before the House 
--Political Gossip. 


From Our Special Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON City, February 20.—The Leg- 
islature may be said to be “humping’’ itself, 
and a continuation of such industry as was 
exhibited in both branches to-day, with just 
a little less speech-making, will do wonders 
towards advancing the calendar, and much 
good wiil result in the defeat of measures 
that deserve nothing else. The feature of 
the morning session was the debate over the 
coal oil inspection bill, and never before did 
the Standard Oil Company, which, 


through its St. Louis attorney, 
has opposed the measure, get such 
a thorough overhauling and showing up ‘as 
it did at the hands of Sears, of Macon. 
Bashaw made a fight of characteristic force 
for the bill, and, asgfinally ordered to en- 
grossment, it was an inspection bill that 
reall will insure inspection.

O'BRIEN, THE FOURTH WARD SENATOR, 
got his bucket-shop billin to-day. The let- 
ter of Chief of Police Campbell to the Sena- 
tor approving the pool bill now pending is 
much commented upon, and the question 
asked, how much more wicked is it to sell 
pools in the First than in the Twenty-eighth 
Ward? The Senate Committee en Criminal 
Jurisprudence had yesterday prepared an 
adverse report aoe the bill, but withdrew 
it owing to the absence of Senator Baldwin. 
He is now here, and_ this very 
snort horse will be very soon cur- 
ried. ‘The friends of immigration 
are to-night jubilant over the failure of the 
Edwards of St. Charles bill repealing the 
statute to pass this morning. An effort to 
reconsider will be made to-morrow. Should 
it fail, itis hardly probable that the Senate 
will pass the House bill to the same effect. 
This will leave the board in existence, but the 
House will refuse to appropriate any money 
for the maintenance of the superintendant, 
whoever he may be. The statute says that 
the Legislature shall appropriate $5,000 per 
annuin, but if they refuse to do so, who is it 
that can make them do it?

He Says He is as Well as Ever He 
Was.

NEw York, February 21.—Wm. H. Van- 
derbilt leaned buck Jeisurely in a luxurious 
arm-chair as he laughed and chatted with a 
reporter in regard to the false reports of his 
serious illness, published yesterday. He 
carelessly turned in his fingers theater tick- 
ets which he had bought. “I am justas well 
as I ever was,” he said, with a smile, “and I 
am not troubled about these stories. I don’t 
see Why I should take the trouble to deny 
them. If they are contradicted once, ina 
little while they are sure to be repeated and 
I don’t need to go out of my way to disprove 
them. So long as Iam well it does not mat- 
ter what the papers say. These rumors are 
all started for a purpose. You know what 
this is. Why, I haven’t been in bed 
sick for six months, except on Tuesday two 
weeks ago. Then I had a heavy cold that 
might have settled into pneumonia if I had 
not taken care of myself. If I had an attack 
of paralysis [ did not know it,” said Mr. 
Vanderbilt, in reply to a question regarding 
the published stories to that effect. As to 
my ging up business everyone ought to 
know [did that a year ago last October. My 
sons now manage all the Central’s business 
imerests. Of course Iam still the head of 
the system and on matters of importance 
they come to me, but I thought I might as 
well turn everything over to my sons. I 
would have to do so some day. I don’t bother 
myself with railroad matters and don’t con- 
sider myself any authority on them now.”

About 10 o’clock some broker came on 
‘Change and, stepping up on the edge of the 
wheat platform, remarked: “I guess there 
will be fun across the sie: when they find 
out that Vanderbilt is dead. Stocks will 
break then pretty lively and the Stock Ex- 
change will be a howling pandemonium.

This set rumors going and some one 
at once began selling corn and wheat. This 
of course breke those products and in twenty 
minutes the tickers showed all prominent 
products on the list off fully a cent.

FIRE IN A SCHOOL. 


Fifteen Children Lose Their Lives in a 
Rattle-Trap Building. . 
By Telegraph’ to Post-Dispatch. — 

NEw York, February 21.—A trifling fire 
in the school house attached to the Church 
of the Holy Redeemer, in this city, late yes- 
terday afternoon, ended in the death of fif- 
teen little girls and in fatal injuries to sev- 
eral others. The building, four stories and a 
basement in height, is situated on Fourth 
street, between Avenue <A. and First 
avenue, next door to the house of the Sis- 
ters of Notre Dame. who teach the school. 
Smoke was seen on the outside by several 
persons, who made a rush into the school to 
give the alarm. The panic immediately en- 
sued. Children rushed down from all the 
class rooms, which were situated on each of 


the fourth stories. There were two stair- 
ways, each of them about three and one-half 
feet in width and approached by dark halls. 
As the children rushed. down the crush was 
so great that the balustrade on the stairs 
leading to the first floor gave way, precipi- 
tating numbers of children down into the 
hall on the ground floor. The smoke 
was pouring at this time throughout 
the whole building and the panic increased. 
Nearly all the 500 pupils crowded down, and 
fell by dozens on the struggling mass in the 
halt below. Novice Norr, one of the Sisters, 
was among the unfortunates, and was after- 
wards found, almost dead, lying in the heap 
ACTOSS the body o her _ little 
sister, who was one of the _ victims. 
Most of the pupils were girls and most of 
them under 12 years of age. 

IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE 
to control them at all. The police and citi- 
zens soon rushed into the hall and pulled out 
the struggling children as best they could. 
The dead were removed to the police station 
on Fifth street and First avenue, where they 
were laid out in rows, andeach marked with a 
number pined on her breast. Here the 
wildest scenes occurred. Mothers, fathers, 
brothersand sisters camein crowds, and 
at each recognition the lamen- 
tions and crying were heartrending. 
Within an honr most of the dead had been 
reeognized and carried away to their homes, 
but up toa late hour a dense crowd sur- 
rounded the staton-house and_ the 
school building. The following is 
a corrected list of the dead: 
Four children died after their removal from 
the school and their names make the

fifteen, as follows: Lena Becker, aged 9 
years; Barbara Bishon, 10 years; Lena Bin- 
nagle, 11 years; Eliza Brandenburg, 10 years; 
Margaret Brecht, 8 years; Alfonso Fisher, 7 
years ; Marie Habennecht, 7 years: Mary An- 
na Happ, 8 vears; Teresa Koenitzer,11 years: 
Frances Muttermuth, 12 years; Josephine 
Norr, 7 years; Barbara Prengenser, 9 years; 
Lizzie Skabetzke, 6 years: Minnie Truhe, 10 
years, and Mina Uster, 10 years. Fourteen 
children were hurt, many.ot whom went 
home directly and were not treated at any 
hospital. Andrew Becker, 7 years, had a 
broken arm; his sister Lena was killed; 
Mary Bishon had convulsions from fright; 
Maggie Eids was injured in the right side; 
George Engle, aged 9, had his face cut; John 
Engle, 11, had his right leg dislocated at the 
knee; Louisa Florenz, 8 years, was injured 
internally and is under treatment at the hos- 
pital; Katrina Gerlich, 8 years, was fatally 
iajured. Her father, who is a consumptive, 
was prostrated by the shock and is in.a pre- 


undell, 8 years, was injured internally; 
Annie Sempf, 11. years, is suffer- 
ing from bruises; Lizzie Schus- 
ter, aged 9, was injured internally aud 
severely bruised about the side and right 
leg. Annie Smith is unconscious from 
bruises ana shocks, being injured internally. 
She is under treatment at the hospital. Katy 
Smith, aged eight, is suffering from_ the 
shock. Jos. Weyman,'aged eight, had his 
right leg crushed. Sister Superior Augustina, 
who has charge of the school, said the acci- 
dent was no faul! of the Sisters, several of 
whom had returned two or three times to help 
the children after they had been put out at 
the doors. 

It was the same old story of a building in 
which the outlets were insufficient, filled with 
children, who lost their heads when they 
saw the smoke. The building was not dam- 
aged at all. 

THE INQUEST. 

New York, February 21.—The Coroner 
this morning selected a jury to investigate 
the causes of the fatal school disaster 
yesterday. Crowds to-day visited the place 
‘and discussed the terrible affair. Many were 
loud in their denunciations of the clergymen 
in permitting the staircasy, which they say 
has been ina frail condition for some time 
past, to remain without being properly 
strengthened. Those injured will recover. 
The bodies of the dead children will be 
brought to the church of the Most High Re- 
deemer to-morrow morning, when the funeral 
services will be conducted. 

The church will be draped in mourning 
and the bodies will be enclosed in neat rose- 
ywood caskets, bearing on silver plates the 
names and ages of the little unfortunates. 
It is thought they will all be interred in Cal- 
vary Cemetery. 

The examination of the records of the 
Building Department fails to show that a 
report on its condition nad been made, from 
which it is inferred thatif the examination 
was made of the place it was deemed to be 
in good condition. An inspection of the 
building shows doorways only two and a 
half feet wide, and open inwards fairly on 
the end of the benches so as to allow no pas- 
sage room, and with the aisles narrow and 
bl cked with stoves.- Exits everywhere 
opened on dark and narrow hall-ways. 


INSANE FROM GRIEF, 


A Widow’s Desperate Attempt to Fol- 
low Her Husband.

CuicaGco, February 21.—At Braidwood 
yesterday, the scene of the late mine horror, 
the men who were busy around the mine 
noticed a sorrowful looking woman approach- 
ing the shaft with a baby in her arms. A 
strange look in the face of the woman at- 
tracted the attention of a man who stood 


near and he thought something was not 
right. He therefore followed her down the 
road toward the crater-like opening in the 
surface of the prairie that marks the spot of 
one of the most terrible calamities that has 
ever befallen an American village. When 
the woman had gone a short distance the 
man heard a shrilllaugh. He watched thé 
poor creature closely and when they reached 
THE BRINK OF THE OPENING, 

where the waters had entered, she became 
strangely affected and cried out in accents 
that were not those of a sane woman, ‘‘Her- 
man, we come to you!” and, with a shriék,she 
would have thrown herself into the pit 
she not been restrained by the men who fot- 
lowed her. She was pulled away from the 
edge and asked why she would have taken 
her own life and that of her baby, and she 
only answered by making a piteous appeal to 
release her and let her jump into eternity, 
She was taken to her home and a physician 
called, who pronounced her crazy from the 
nervous shock that she had received upon 
the’receipt of the news of her husband’s 
death. Her name was Mrs. Herman Unger.

A BOY MURDERED. | 


Wm. Handy Killed in Cold Blood bya 
Drunken Pole. :

CuicaGo, February 7.—The name of the 
victim of last nigat’s murder was Wm. Han- 
dy, alias Roach, a young fellow some twenty 
years old, employedin the press room of 
Hutchins’ packing house.

A MYSTERIOUS FIND. 


A Hat and Papers Discovered on the 
Bridge This Morning. 


Early this morning an employe of the St. 
Louis Bridge and Tunnel Company found a 
soft black hat, filled with papers, on the 
bridge, and later turned the clew over to 
the police. The tiie, which is much dilapi- 
dated, lay near the railing of the center arch. 


The lining long sinee severed connection 
with the feltand is held in place by some 
brass pins. A small fraved silk cord encir- 
cles a half-inch band. The hat and contents 
were taken to the oftice of the superintendent 
of the bridge, and are supposed to the 
property of some one who jumned into the 
river during the night. None of the 
papers contain a name that is to be found in 
the City Directory, and are but a poor token 
by which to trace the owner. The property 
was turned over to the secretary of the Chief 
of Police, who examined them without mak- 
Ing any discovery. A small white card was 
covered with the following mixed-up mes- 
sace written in cramped German hand:

FIGHT FOR FEES. 


Judge John D. Pope Sued by His For- 
mer Partner, McGinnis. 


A suit was filed this afternoon by John M. 
and C. H. Krumin behalf of Erasmus Mc- 
Ginnis, the attorney, against his former law 
partner Judge John D. Pope. The plaintiff 
states that in September, 1875, be and 
Judge Pope made a partnership 


agreement, whereby all fees earned in cases 
finished or then pending were to be equally 
divided. All fees obtained after September 
29, 1875, were to be divided, two-thirds to 
Judge Pope and one-third to McGinnis, ss to 
September 22, 1876. From _ that ate 
to September 22, 1877, the ‘fees 
were to be divided three-fifths to Pope and 
two fifths to McGinnis. At the expiration 
of the contract a further agreements extend- 
ing over three years, was made and the fees 
were to be divided as follows: ‘The first 
&3,000, two-thirds to Pope, and one-third to 
McGinnis; the next $2,000, three-fifths to Pope 
and two-fifths to McGinnis; the n@xt $1.400 
all to MeGinnis; the balance to be equally di- 
vided. The parties practiced law together 
for the full period of the above agreement, 
and in September, 1880, there was much un- 
finished business, and the piaintiff 
alleges that ever _ since the ex- 
piration of the last-named agreement, 
such being the dissolution of the firm, both 
Pope and plaintiff have been rendering ser- 
vice atlending to the unfinished business for 
the benefit of the dissolved firm and settle- 
ments have been made from time to time of 


fees received. The plaintiff alleges 
that Judge Pope is insolvent 
and has collected two fees, one of 


$950 in June, 1882, and one of $5,000 in Janu- 
ary, 1883, for legal services conducted in the 
name of Pope & McGinnis, before the disso- 
lution, and continued since. Judge he it 


isalleged, denies the right of plaintiff 
to share in the fees mentioned, 
and denies his right to share 


in any and all fees that he, Judge Pope, nay 
hereafter receive for servicesin respect of 
the firm’s unfinished business, Mr. McGin- 
nis states that Judge Pope has received from 
him since the dissolution his share of fees 


collected by plaintiff, in respect 
of unfinished . bus ness. The plaintiff 
states that there is a large - amount 


of unfinished business with more fees yet to 
be collected, and if the money is allowed to 
pass into Judge Pope’s hands it will be 
wholly lost to him. Therefore he prays that 
his old partner be compelled to report all 
things done by him in respect of the firm’s 
business and of moneys received for unfin- 
ished business, and . that receiver 
may be appointed by the court, and that 
Judge Pope may be enjoined from receiving 
any moneys, and that judgment for $10,000 
may be rendered in favor of sees This 
firm was largely engaged in the wrecked life 
insurance compoenies’ litigation. Judge 
Pope is the attoeney of Receiver Alexander, 
of the Columbia Life estate, and has sha 

handsomely in the allowances to attorneys.

Von GERLICH, and his lady, recognizing the 
occasion as international, took prominent 
parts in the programme, and _ proved 
that they were first-class artists as well 
as high-born and refined people. Ger- 
mans at home and abroad should feel satis- 
fied with this manifestation of good will on 
the part of the native population of St. 
Louis. 


CHIEF CAMPBELL, of the police, has ex- 
pressed in strong terms his belief that the 
pool-rooms of St. Louis are very demoraliz- 
ing institutions. This fact was well demon- 
strated by the Post-DIgPATCH last summer 
when it gave some attention tothis branch 
of the gambling business. The closing up 
the faro and keno rooms has popularized the 
pool-rooms very much. In some of them 
pools are sold on every class of event from a 
dog-fight to a horse-race, and in several in- 
stances the chief support of these establish- 
ments comes from minors. If the gambling 
habit is to be entirely repressed in St. Louis, 
the pool-rooms should be suppressed, and 
after them the bucket-shops. The O’Brien 
bills pending in the Legislature should be 
promptly passed. . 


We hardly think that the legislature of 
Illinois can make so grave a mistake as to 
deprive the State of the benefits which it 
derives from having St. Louis capital invest- 
ed inthe elevator and warehouse business 
in East St. Louis. Although in different 
States, the two cities are practically one as 
far as the grain business is concerned, and 
while East St. Louis possesses facilities 
for the storage and handling of grain, 
the best facilities for buying and 
selling it, the bank capital and pecuni- 
ary requirements are found on this 
side of the river. To attempt to set up one 
set of regulations and requirements for one 
side of the river and another for the other 
side would be an injury to both interests 
and a beneiit to nobody. 
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THE citizens interested in the improve- 
ment of West End property by providing bet- 
ter access to Forest Park will celebrate 
WASHINGTON’sS Birthday to-morrow by 
holding a meeting at the Mercantile Club at 
Sp: m., tofurther the interests they have 
at heart. Their invitations should call out a 
full attendance and we can think of no more 
appropriate way of honoring the memory of 
GEORGE WASHINGTON than by doing some- 
thing to build up and improve the country 
which he heiped toestablish, It has been 
a matter of reproach to St. Louis 
that after buying and improving a 
beautiful park at an expense of millions of 
dollars no means of reaching it has been 
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| placed within the means of those citizens for 


whose use it was intended. The Missouri 
Railroad Company propose to remedy this 
fault and to put downa track to Forest Park 
before the lst of July, and the whole city is 
interested in their getting a proper and rea- 
sonable franchise from the city. .

Ir the Legislature of Missouri adjourns 
without making an appropriation for the 
maintenance of a better militia system it 
will commit a grave error. Citizen soldiers 
are absolutely necessary to the peace, order 
and security of all large towns and cities, 
and are liable to be of incalculable benefit 
to the rural districts at any moment. 
A riot or aninsurrection anywhere within 
one hundred miles of St. Louis would -find 
our military under arms and onthe way to 
the scene.

Water Famine in St. Louis. 
Str. Louis, February 20, 1883. 
To thé Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Is it not strange that a city like St, Louis, sit- 
uated on the bank of one of the largest rivers in 
the world, should suffer for the want of water? 
What must the outside world think of a situation 
like this? Is it not heartrending in the extreme to 
read flaming editorials in the morning and even- 
ing in our city journals warning us of the danger 
of having to go down to the river bank if we waut 


* 


to wash our face, as the capacity of 
our water-works is not © adequate to 
the growing necessities of our. city? 


And in the face of all this our city fathers and 
great engineers see no remedy except to advocate 
meters or send around men to tell us that we must 
not use so much water in our whisky lest we may 
be compelled to bathe in stale beer. It seems to 
me that the easiest way to avoid this catastrophe 
would be to increase our facilities, as there is no 
danger of pumping the river dry. Putin another 
service engine and build another reservoir of the 
saine capacity as our present one; so that, when 
one gets six or ten feet of mud in it, turn the 
water into tneother and clean that one. By alter- 
nating month for month we can have drinkable 
water and not be compelled to eat our peck of 
dirt before our time comes to die. 
Give us plenty of water, as cleanliness is next 
to godliness. Even if there is a littie wasted, it 
wont hurt, as itis absolutely necessary to allow 
plenty of water to flow into our sewers in order 
to clean them out and Keep our city in a good 
sanitary condition. You may “= that this need- 
ed improvement would cost the city a large sum. 
Weil, what if it does? Is it not a necessity that 
cannot be dispensed with? You can’t expect wa- 
ter iacilities that were barely able to accommo- 
date our city ten or fifteen years ago, 


to last forever. You must keep pace 
with the times, for if we are going to have a large 
city grant her all the facilities in your power todo 
80. 

The water licenses that some stores and awell- 
ings have to pay now are simply outrageous. I 
know of one small store, for example, eighteen by 
fifty feet and three stories high, that does not con- 
sume in the whole “oy one hundred gallons of 
water in a year, and for this privilege has to pay 
fifty-threee dollars per annum. Rather expensive 
water for the quality we get. Yet what can you 
de? Go and make complaints? That amounts to 
nothing. There is their printed list of rates, and 
your only alternative is to pay or else belong to 
the great unwashed. .

ive trait in man to better his situation and that of 
his family, and as the greater part of the German 
people can, by their labor, acquire only the abso- 
lute necessaries of iife, without the prospective 
view of being able to lay aside some savings for 
‘rainy days,’ they naturally cast their eyes to the 
country where labor is well paid in proportion to 
the cost of living, and this motive isthe true so- 
lution of the question of emigration to the Unitea 
States.”

Complaints have been filed with the Post- 
office Department in Washington, against 
Postmaster Hays, copies of which have been 
received in this city.

he document filed contains affidavits of 
Willis Davis’ family physician, certifyiug 
that he was in perfect health, and also state- 
ments from several a of the Post-of- 
fice who worked wit im, stating that 
he performed his work faith- 
fully, without any apparent difficulty. 
The second document is filed by Horace Fox, 
who was employed at the North St. Louis 
Siation, and to whom Postmaster Hays 
wrote asking his resignation on the ground 
that the North St. Louis Station required a 
man who could read and write German flu- 
ently. Mr. Fox thinks and says 
this is only an excuse. He affirms that his 
discharge was sought because a place was 
walted for somebody else as a political 
reward. 

Complaints also signed by Henderson and 
Warner, and purporting to be on behalf of 
the colored voters of the city, have been filed 
agaist Collector C. M. Whitney. They 
grow out of t e discharge of Cyrus Brown, 
colored, a packer in Appraiser Metcaife’s de- 
partinent, Charles G. Ranisey, an inspector, 
anda Mr. Campbell, who was employed in 
the liquidation department. 

The papers state that Appraiser Metcalfe 
was always opposed to Brown because he 
1a been recommended by M. A. Rosenblatt 
Fandnot by Sessinghaus, as it should have 

‘n done. 

POSTMASTER HAYS 

was seen and he said: *‘These charges have 
been forwarded to me. I don’t want to get 
‘ jnto any controversy about them, because 
there is nothing inthem. Willis Davis was 
discharged because he was en- 
tireiy too Old to do_ active work. 
He admitted the fact himself. We need ac- 
tive men to discharge the duties, because his 
work was heavy. ‘Lhe old man was not able 
to do it.”’

“Why was Cyrus Brown, the colored man, 
discharged?” 

‘He was the packer atthe appraiser’s 
store, and compiaints came to me trom im- 
porters that he injured goods repeatedly in 
repacking them. He drove nails into the 
materials, etc. Among those who complain- 
ed were Samuel C. Dayis & Co., Mermod, 
Jaccard & Co., and others. I went up and 
saw myself that such was the case. We got 
aman who was familiar with the business, 
put him to work in Brown’s place, and since 
that time there has been no trouble.” 

“How about the statement that Apprais- 
er Metcalfe had him discharged because Ros- 
enbiatt recommended tim ?’ 

‘There is nothing atallin that. I dis- 
charged him myseli on account ofthe cum- 
plaints 1 told you about.” 

“And in Campbell’s case?” 

“His place Was abolished.” 

Mr. J. RK. Bell, an employe of the office, 
stated that Mr. Ramsev was unable, an ac- 
count oi extreme age, to do his work. 

S. ‘i. Fisher, the young man who is filling 
Ramsey’s plave, said that he had been doing 
s0 since the first of the mont», and that 
during all that time it had required but 
seven hours’ work altogether.

The Bucket-Shop Wire Must be Recon- 
nected--A Sharp Decision. 


Judge Lubke this morning rendered a de- 
eission in the bucket-shop wire contempt 
case of Fred. Von Phu! against the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. The company 


in May last year enteredinto a contract for 
three years with the “open Board 
of Trade’ establishment of which 


Fred Von Phul is proprietor for the main- 
tenance of a wire connecting the bucket- 
shop with the main office of the Western 
Union Company for the purpose of receiving 
direct the Chicago daily market reports. An 
operator was /urnished at Von Phul’s estab- 


lishment, for which he duly _ paid. 
The reports were regularly  fur- 
nished until recentiy, when 


the company proposed and threatened to dis- 
continue the wires unless Von Phul submit- 
ted to moditications of the contract, which he 
refused to do. An order restraining the com- 
pany from interiering with the wire service 
was obtained in Court No.2. On the 17th 
instant Von Phul filed a complaint in 
court to the effect that the order had been 
disobeyed, and it Was charged that the ap- 
pliances had been so changed and affected 
that the Chicago reports faiied to arrive over 


the wire. ‘The chiet clerk made a return to 
an order to show cause to the 
effect that the wire had been 


disconnected atthe company’s office nine 
days before the service «of the 
restraining order, The court says: ‘The re- 
turndoes not show after the order was 
served that the company did anything

ON TRIAL. 


Emmet Jones Goes Before the 
Criminal Court the Second 
Time, 


- — 
——— 


To Stand Trial for the Killing of Antoine 
Valle, on the Steamboat Lady Lee. 


Emmet Jones went to trial to-day in the 
Criminal Court on a charge of murder, The 
defendant, a young negro roustabout, was 
tried by Judge Laughlin for this crime, cong 


victed and sentenced to death. The attor- 
ney who _i brought the case to 
this unlucky termination was 


A. Alpeora Bradley, an ex-Georgia Senator, 
who was retained by the defense for a fee of 
$100. Before the execution of the sentence 
some attorneys moved the court for a stay 
and took the ease to the Court of Appeals, 


which granted Jones a new trial 
on the ground that he had _. been 
improperly ‘defended by a man 
who was ignorant of the first 


principles of the law. Bradley did not re- 
sist this move, though he severely passed on 
the appelate tribunal for criticising his pro- 
fessional attainments. He visited Jones in 
Jail, however, and promised to lend his as- 
sistance to the State in the prosecution, and 
hoped to see his former client 
dangling from the leafless bough in 
the Jail yard at the conclusion of the new 
trial. A few months ago the old Senator 
dropped dead on Fifth and St. Charles 
streets and reached a slabin the Jail before 
his accused client, though by a different 
route from which he supposed Jones’ body 
would be introduced to the dead-house. To- 
day the murder 

CASE WAS CALLED 

in its turn, and both sides announcing them- 
selves ready for the examination the pro- 
ceeding was begun. The crime for which 
Jones goes to trial was committed July 18, 
1881, on board the steamboat Lady Lee, then 
tied up at the foot of Olive street. It was a 
warm summer afternoon and the levee was 
almost deserted. The boat hands on board 
the crafts then in pers were lolling on the 
shady river sides of the vessels. On the Lady 
ee, Valle, the captain of the watch, was 
sleeping in a hammock when Emmet Jones 
approached him, and drawing a revolver shot 
him through the breast, killing him a!most 
instantly. ‘he deck hands who were lounging 
about the wharves ran to the boat, and 
during the subsequent excitenent Jones es- 
eaped. ‘Lhe police heard that Jones had 
gone to Lillinois. Officer Cassidy, of the 
Third District, was assigned to the ease, and 
went to Braidwood, LiL, the scene of the re- 
cent coal mine disaster, and, after a stay of a 
few days, located Jones at One of the coal 
mines, and placed him under arrest. 
Jones was brought back to this city and ad- 
mitted having killed Antoine Valle. He 
said that he was one of the crew of the La- 
dy Lee when Valle, whom he deseribes as a 
CRUEL, OVERBEARING MAN, 

was captain ot the watch. While working 
he incurred the displeasure of Valle, 
who picked up a_ piece of cord-wood 
and struck hiin on the head, cutting his ear. 
He left the boat and came back to this city. 
When the Lady Lee reached this port he 
said he was determined to go and see Valle, 


and ask him why he had = abused 
and maltreated him on the © trip. 
lt was for this purpose that 


he boarded the boat. Just as he approacned 
Valle, who avas lying in aswinging haim- 
mock, the captain of the watch awvoke and 
put his hand to his hip pocket. Believing 
that Valle was going to shoot him he drew 


bis — own revolver and, eaiming 
at Valle’s right arm, he _ pulled 
the trigger, intending to render 


that limb useless. As he tired Valle moved 
and the ball entered his chest and killed him 
almost instantly. To-day jurors for the 
panel of forty-seven from which the twelve 
to try the case will be chosen was selected, 
Melutyre and Bass appear for Jones.

“Well, at this season, it is to be expected,”’ 
he said, “The winter packing is almost 
over, the winter crops about exhausted, and 
those that are now arriving may be consid- 
ered the tailings. Itis true the supply is 
smaller than usual, but this is to be at- 
tributed to the bad condition of the eoun- 
try roads and the uncertainty 
of railroad transportation, which 
promotes shipments. From what I can 
learn we shall have plenty for the summer 
packing, farmers have been getting un con- 
siderable hogs, which will be in first-class 
condition to send to market along in June, 
and there will be plenty of them—they in- 
crease very fast, vou know.” 

“What about the quality of these now 
coming in?’ 

“T consider them very fair for the season. 
Like the receipts, the quality usually falls 
off at this time. There is one thing packers 
will be benefited by. The small runs will 


tend to keep provisions up, and packers 
will be enabled to realize some- 
thing on their investments. So you 


can see that it is best for them that for the 
present the arrivals should continue light, 
although I think we shall receive a good 
many hogs before the month is over, espec~ 
ially if the roads continue to improve.” 

A SUFFERING SHORT. 

A letter from a gentleman living ina cer- 
tain town in Missonri, to W. I. Anderson & 
Co,, is worthy of publication as showing 
how deeply the feelings of the writer have 
been stirred up by the recent heavy advance 
in the grain markets. He had been dabbling 
in grain options, got caught on the short side 
and thus expresses himself: 

W. T. Anderson & Co: 

GENTLEMEN—Inclosed find graft for $500 
which you will place to my creat. sup- 
pose from what little we ean hear by tele- 
graph, you may perhans need it to keep up 
my margins. Option business, I think, is a 
good thing for the boy or man that knows if 
all—it is a good lesson to that class, but to 
old fogies like myself that don,t pretend to 
know much of the future, itis rather rough 
on that class to be treated in this way when 


there is no | actual necessity for 
it, as we have _ plenty of corn. 
If they will only wait until the 


weather settles so the farmers can gather it 
and haul it to market we will fill all the 
granaries of the country forthemif they will 
only giveus time. It hasbeen raining here 
this morning. All the snow is gone and the 
wheat is looking well. I think the weather 
will get colder, perhaps, and freeze up again. 
Write me and give me your opinion about 
the grain market. Had I better swing to 
mine or close it up? Let me have your 
opinion. TI doubt if I will be governed by it, 
unless it looks well on paper.’ 
GRAIN SHIPMENTS BY RIVER, 


The barges commenced receiving grain to- 
day for river shipment to New Orleans, and 
the bulk grain movement to Europe received 
afresh impetus. It is learned on good au- 
thority that aheavy amount of corn will be 
sent out at once. ully haifa million bush- 
els will be shipped via the river route. Of 
this, itis understood, D. R. Francis & Bro. 
will ship out 200,000 bushels, and the balance, 
between 200,000 -and 300,000 bushels will be 
shipped by Orthwein Bros. These shipments 
will reduce the present stock of No. 2 corn 
to less than 700,000 bushels. Most of what is 
left is held on winter storage by different 
firms here, 400,000 bushels of which is held 


by D. R. Francis & Bro. Winter 
storage rates will carry to April 
4, and when this special 


rate expires,it is said,all this corn will be de- 

livered on contracts for April. There is also’ 
said to be considerabie wheat that will be 

shipped by river right away: as high as 

200,000 bushels some parties say. But wheat 

is much too high now to purchase for Europe, 

and exporters have stopped buying for some 

time now.

A sample of the growing wheat was shown 
on the floor to-day. Its condition was 
healthy and sound, as shown by the whole 
plant, but the routs especially.

A BROKEN HEART. 


The Scene that Blighted a Home and a 
Husband’s Reason. 
From the New York Herald. 

A tragedy, which began in Bastrop, Texas, 
and ended in this city, came to light here 
yesterday, ‘The circumstances are of a_pe- 
cullarly painful nature, Jacob Ross Greene 
was until a month ago a thriving young man 
in the town named, in Texas. He was en- 
gaged in the livery business, and was re- 
puted to be worth from $20,000 to $25,000, a 
sum Which in that locality caused its posses- 
sor to be looked upon asa man of wealth. 
His father was the wealthiest man in the 
county, his possessions being estimated at 
over $100,000. The son, who was thirty-five 
years of age, had married some years pre- 
viously, and was the father of four children 
—two boys and two girls—the eldest of whom 
was about thirt years old and the young- 
est five years. Hé was devotedly attached to 
his wife and the two had lived very happily 
together since their marriage. About five 
years ago his wife, after a severe attack of 
Lilness, betrayed evidences of mental trouble. 
This continued but for a short time, when 
she apparently regained her usual health. 

MANEUVERING FOR HER OWN DEATH. 

About the middle of last month the wife 
again began to talk and act queerly, and the 
fears of the husband ‘were once more 
aroused. He became more assiduous in his 
ettentions to her and was careful to be in 
her company as much as possible, fearing 
she might do herself bodily harm. 

On the morning of the 18th of January 
the mother prepared the children for school 
atan hour earlier than that to which they 
were accustomed. The little ones demurred 
to being sent off so early, but the mother in- 
sisted. and they finally started for the school- 
house. Secnntiein demanded Mr, Greene’s 
attention In the , Bo which stood not far 
from the house, but his wife was acting so 
oddly that he feared to leave her alone fora 
moment. Calling the servant girl, he in- 
structed her to pay close attention to the 
movements of her mistress, and not to let 
her out of her sight. ‘This the girl promised 
todo. There was method in the madness of 
the unfortunate woman, however, and her 
tactics betrayed a certain crafty shrewdness. 
No sooner had her husband left the house 
than she directed the girl to attend to certain 
household duties in the kitchen on the floor 
below. ‘The servant hesitated to comply, 
but upon her mistress reiterating her com- 
mand peremptorily she did as she was direct- 
ed. Then the unfortuhate maniac—for such 
she had become—proceeded to carry out the 
purpose Which she had evidently been plan- 


ning. 
TERRIBLE DELIBERATION. 

Seizing a large lamp full of oil, which 
stood upon the mantel, she poured its con- 
tents over her head and saturated her cloth- 
ing with the inflammaable fluid. Then she 
applied a lighted match, and in an instant 
was a mass of flames.. The aftrighted ser- 
vant, hearing the agonized screams of-the 
unfortunate lady, hurried up the stairs, but 
when she tried to enter the room found the 
door jocked. The poor deranged mind had 
laid its plan well, Mr, Greene, too, heard 
the shrieks, and lis heart at once misgave 
him. Rushing out of the barn and looking 
toward the house, he beheld a sight that al- 
most froze his blood in his veins. Standing 
at a window which looked out upon a low 
baleony, was his wife, the flames curling up 
about her, while she made frantic efforts to 
open the casement. A dozen bounds brought 
him to the spot, and dashing through the 
window he took up his wife in his arms, car- 
ried her over the veranda and threw her up- 
on a grassy lawn, rolling her over and over 
in the effort to extinguish the flames. He 
tinally succeeded, with the help of the ser- 
valit, but not until his hands and arms were 
badly burned. The -flames, however, had 
done their cruel] work. The unfortunate 
woman lingered in terrible agony from 8 
o’clock in the morning until two in the after- 
noon, when she died. 

PROSTRATED BY THE SHOCK. 

The husband was physically and mentally 
prostrated. He was placed under medical 
care, but, though his burns were severe and 
painful, they were nothing to bis mental an- 
guish. For six days he did not sleep and re- 
fused to eat. On tie morning of the sixth 
day he developed symptoms of mania, and 
in a very short time thereafter became a rav- 
ing maniac. His physicians recommended 
that he be brought to New York for treat- 
ment, and about the first of this month he 
was put aboard a train, in care of his father, 
Mr. kK. S. Greene; his uncle, Perry Greene, 
and his brother, bD. S. Greene. Upon their 
arrival here several attempts were made to 
secure hotel accommodations for the suffer- 
ing man, but without success. He was final- 
ly taken to Bellevue Hospital, where he re- 
mained a couple of days, but as nothing 
could be done ior him there he was remoyrd 
to Bloomingdale Asylum. This was on the 
a fternoda-Ct the 8th inst. He remained there 
until the 11th, late in the evening of which 
day he died, having refused to partake of any 
fuod and being unable to sleep. The cause 
of death was certified by the physician who 
attended him to be acute mania, complicated 
by pleuro-pneumonia. His friends explain 
it mere simply by saying he died of a broken 
heart. 

FROM THE BLOOMINGDALE RECORD. 

Upon the record book _ of Bloomingdale 
Asylum is this mmute: “Exhausted by the 
journey from ‘Texas, he was in a highly ma- 
niaecal condition, together with entire 
insomnolenecy and fasting. Although known 
here only three days his death was particu- 
larly regretted, and much sympathy is felt 
for his bereaved father. He is reported to 
have had a collegiate education, to have 
been a consistent member of a Christian 
church since he was eighteen years ,of age, 
aud to have been an abstinent man in a col- 
munity in which drinking to excess 1s sup- 
posed to largely prevail, to have been an up- 
right and prosperous business man, a good 
citizen ad exemplary and faithful in the re- 
lations of son, husband and father.” 

The body of the unfortunate man was 
taken on Monday last to his late home. His 
father remained in this city until last even- 


ing.

STORE CLERKS IN MEXICO. 


Curious and Annoying Delays Incident 
to Shopping in the Capital City. 
Ciara bridgeman in New Orleans Picayune. 
Think of paying $5 a duzen for plain linen 
collars which in New Orleans would be con- 
sidered high at $1. or of giving $6 for a pair 
of shoes for which a home dealer would 
biush to charge $2 50 for! The Americans in 
the City of Mexico look back to their own 
land as the paradise for people with thin 
purses, and sigh for the day when a commer- 
cial treaty between the United States and 
Mexico shall not only remove the duties on 
sugar and tobacco, but bring down the com- 
forts of life to a reasonable rate. 

Speaking of dry goods brings us back nat- 
urally to the stores, and these we can not 
mention without being painfully reminded 
of a subject to which it isdifficult to refer 
without losing the equanimity essential toa 
Christian frame of mind, and this is—the 
clerks. 

When we reflect upon the amount of time 
and patience expended during our shopping 
expeditions, and all charges to the account 
of these aggravating specimans of humanity, 
we take an almost savage pleasure in saying 
that, according to our belief, no other city 
cah compete with Mexico in regard to that 
indolent, indifferent, highly provoking class, 
who are employed nominally to wait upon 
customers, but who turn the tables by mak- 
ing Customers wait upon them. The purchase 
ol a dress in these stores implies the loss of 
nearly a whole day and of patience, which, 
properly exerted, would lead to canoniza- 

ion, 

On entering a dry goods emporium you will 
find a large number of clerks, entirely out of 
proportion tothe size of the establishment, 
most of Whom are busily employed in doing 
nothing. After waiting for some time one 
wilt approach you with the most nonchalant 
airand ask what you want inatone of 
voice, however, which implies that he makes 
an inquiry merely out of consideration for 
you, and not because he has any interest 
whatever in the answer. When your want 
is nade known—and you must be assured in 
your own mind as tie width, quality and 
color of the goods required—he will depart, 
apparently in quest of the material; how sad 
is your mistake, towever, if you expecta 
speedy return, for on the way he will stop to 
piay with somebody’s baby, or to hold a long 
conversation with one of the fellow-clerks, 
oy to take half an hour’s puff at his beloved 
cigar, and sometimes, during an unusually 
lengthy period of suspense, we have been 
tempted to believe that he indulged in a 
siesta. At last, when body and spirit are 
both nearly exhausted, you will perhaps suc- 
ceed in finding the stuff for your dress; but 
this you soon discover, is only the beginin 
of your trouble; you ask for butttons, an 
are told toseek them ina fancy storein the 
next block; for needles, pins, hooks and 
eyes—they are to be found in a hardware 
establishment around the corner; for thread 
—it is kept at another shop several squares 
off; for black sewing-silk—that can be 
bought only where machines are sold; for 
ribbon—and you are answered witha look of 
surprise at your ignorance, and such a thing 
is never to be met with in a dry goods store. 
by the time you have hunted up these ar- 
ticles in their various appropriate places and 
annoyances on every side, you will be ready 
to agree with us in saying that Mexican 
stores and clerks are institutions peculiarly 
obnoxious to Americans.

They also 
eatch a great many small fish, of which they 
make a kind ofchowder. The fish are caught 
by means of,dip nets, some eight feet square, 
supported on two crotches, like an old-fash- 
ioned well-sweep. These nets are worked 
by the squaws. They catch from a quart to 
a peck of minnows at a dip. The fish 80 
caught are beaten into a sort of pulp or paste, 
just as they some out of the water, insides, 
outsides and all. A certain amount of flour 
is then added to the mass, and it is either 
baked and eaten as a cake or boiled and eat- 
en as a sort of soup or chowder.

Jingoed Shinny and the St. Louis 
Club.

How. the Game is Played--A Match at the 
Natatorium Next Week--The Home Club. 


If anold-timer, the top of whose head is 
fast growing through his hair, and whose 
once raven locks -are silvered by Time’s 
heavy hand—say his date of youthful 
sport and jollity ran back from twenty 
to fifty years or more—had stepped intd 
the Natatorium Monday night and watched 
for an hour or so sixteen strapping youths 
rushing frantically or gliding gracefully on 
flying rollers after a ball, with shepherd 
staffs in their hands swinging recklessly in 
their mad pursuit of the elusive sphere, he 


would probably glance at the sight in deep 
interest, and then, a light breaking over his 
features, ten to one, he would exclaim, 
“shinny by jingo;” yes, “shinny by jirgo,’ 
or rather jingoed:shinnv. Shinny enlarged, 
refined, estheticized and dignified into 
POLO-ON-SKATES. ; 
Shinny is indigenous to the American soil, 
as deubtless the boys of the Revolu- 
tion exercised their muscle and 
activity at it: but polois a rare exotic with 
the same primitive parent stem, but the 
oriental branch of the family. It is said to 
have had its origin in the East Indies, where 
it was played by the natives on smail 
Indian ponies and where it was 
found by the English army officers 
and introduced into Engiand by them abvut 
fifteen years ago. lts popularity 
there has been chiefly contined to 
the cavalrymen, to whom it is_ not 
only exciting and pleasant pastime, 
but a splendid exercise in horsemanship, as 
the tirst essentials to excellence in the horse 
game are security in the saddle and com- 
plete control of the animal. More tor the 
novelty of the thing and to be 
INTENSELY ENGLISH 
than anything elseJamesG. Bennet introduced 
the game intvu America at Newport with a 
flourish of trumpets, the tough and active 
Mexican pony being substituted for the 
English cob. The horse game is eminently 
a@ sport for the rich and reckless, the 
expense of the outfit confining it 
to the first class and the danger coufining it 
to the second, as dead hoises and wounded 
riders are mer incidents in a closely con- 
tested game, For these reasons, probably, 
the game has been contiued to Ben- 
nett and his coterie of swell 
friends, and even with them a 
match isarareevent. The essential fea- 
tures of the game, however, have been re- 
taived, but transformed and popularized tor 
the multitude by substituting 
MUSCULAR LEGS 
and roller skates.as means of locomotion for 
uncertain ponies. In this form itis rapidly 
becoming popuiar and is spreading, but is 
still limited to the rinks, as no piain ruoning 
game has ever been tried. It has 
been played on roliers for some 
years in wost of the chief cities of the 
Union, and about two years ago a Western 
Amateur League was formed, including the 
clubs of Chicago, Cincinnati, Culumbus, 
Louisviile and Dayton, the first game being a 
victory for the Lwuisville club over the 
Dayton boys. ‘Kansas City also has a ciub in 
active operation, and it was in con- 
sequence of a Visit of one of the 
Kausas City men to St. Louis that a ciub 
was organized here and put on a solid basis. 
St. Louis is rapidiy co:uing to the front rank 
of cities in Which fieid sports are taking their 
proper place in the physical education of 
young wen. The attempted in- 
troduction of foot-bali, although a failure, 
indicated the spirit of the times. An attempt 
was made last year to organize a 
POLO CLUB, 
but for lack of an experienced player it 
came to nothing. The proposition ot the Kan- 
sas City club to arrange a match game very 
favurable to the St. Louis boys revived tue 
project, and about three weeks ago 
A ST. LOUIS CLUB 
was formally organized with Mr. FE. H. 
Moore. a Baltimore polo man now in St. 
Louis, at its head as captain. Since its or- 
ganization the ciub has practiced reguiarly 
On aged and Wednesday evenings, with a 
view to fiatches with the clubs of neighbor- 
ing cities, and probably a union with the 
league. The game is very simple, the only 
ouluit required being a pair of roliers and a 
stick about three anda half feet in length, 
with about four inches of it turned into a 
crook at the lower end. 
THE BALL USED 
isa solid kid-covered thread ball about two 
inches in diameter. The tield varies in size 
according to the dimensions of the rink, but 
in shape is a parallelogram with,considerabie 
greater length than width. In the center of 
each end-line of the parallelogram is a goal 
nine inches in height and placed on uprigits 
twenty inches apart. In a game there are 
eight men on a side and £the object 
of each side is to force the ball 
under the opposite geal. One man is 
stationed within a foot of the goal, 
called the goal keeper, whose business it is 
to guard the goal, anda man from the other 
side may be placed within tive feet of the 
enemy’s goal to take the ball when sent to 
him by his colleagues and force it through. 
The Jest of the men are rushersand are 
expected to follow the bail. 
TO START THE GAME 
the ball is placed in the center of the field 
and men are stationed on opposite sides or 
opposite corners of the field at the option of 
the captains, and, at a signal from the um- 
pire, rush for the bali; this is called ‘‘buck- 
ing’’ it. in case of a foul the bail is 
laced in the center and bucked again. 
rhe danger elementis reduced toa minimum, 
as no intentional tripping, shoving or buck- 
ing is allowed, and a skiilful player will ney- 
er raise his stick higher than the waist line, 
the force being applied to the bal 
more by a shove’ than a blow. 
The stick, too, is covered by a 
rubber guard to protect tender shins. Never- 
theless, in a closely contested game there is 
magnificent scope for ground and lofty tum- 
bling, and in the practice Monday nighi the 
opportunity was not neglected. Sixteen 
members of the club, from whose 
number the club_- eight will be 
chosen are peetinen : regularly. These men 
are W. H. Bierman, H. C. Robinson, L. F, 
Bairman, J. P. Shields, A. R. Pittman, A. 
Manning, J. 8. Rogers, A. E. Shieids, §, 
Walker, W. Walker, T. A. Turnbuil, 
J. R. Macbeth, J. McKnight, E. C, Bates, J. 
Humes. There are some players 
of excellent promise and fine skaters in 
the club. Among those deserving especial 
mention who are likely to secure position on 
the eight are Messrs. Turnbull. Bierman, 
Robinson, Macbeth and A. E. Shields. The 
final team will not be picked until a short 
time before the first match. On 
practice nights the Natatorium 
is —s— not open to the general 
public, but a regular game will be played on 
Chursday evening of next week, when the 
public will be admitted. The members of 
the club have ordered very pretty uniforms 
of white flannel with blue belt and caps, 
which are expected to arrive Saturday 
and which will be used in the 
game. Theclubin their practice show that 
they have first-class material for an excel- 
lent team, and, with proper practice, will 
doubtiess make a reputation for St. Louis on 
the polo field, ue 
Capt. Jennings, the riding-master, who is 
an old polo player, and to whom the 
Louisville club largely owes its success, 
is taking considerabie interest in the St. 
Louis boys and will give them all of the 
points at hiscommand. He has offered a $50 
medal to the best player, if the club defeats 
any of the league clubs this season. 


Poverty’s Pangs.

REMENYI IN ST. LOUIS. 


The Violinist’s Mexican Experience— 
Entertained by Adolphus Busch, Esq. 


Remenyi, the renowned Hungarian violin- 
ist, with whom the musical people of St. 
Louis have been made familiar, has been 
quietly spending several days here on a visit 
to some personal friends. He left the city 
last evening for New York. He will return 
here in two or three weeks to give another 


concert. His stay here was decidedly lively: 


for both his friends and himself. He told 
with great gusto,in his broken English, 
. most remakarble adventure 
he had in Mexico, from which 


land « f the cactus he has just returned, after 
a successful professional tour. He was re- 
ceived everywhere, he states, with great ap- 
plause, but the audiences in the City of Mex- 
ico, composed of the wealthiest classes, Were 
the most emphatic in their rapture. On the 
second evening of his engagement there the 
virtuoso passed through a singular experi- 
ence. The people kept demanding encores, 
again and again, till he finally got tired and 
disgusted with their importunities and de- 
clined to reappear before the curtain. Sup- 
posing this hint to be sufficient, as It gener- 
ally isin other countries, the violinist came 
on later, with his usual bow, 
to render his concluding effort. To 
his surprise aud chagrin, there was the ut- 
most apathy among the auditors—not the 
least sign of recognition or applause. The 
violent and rapturous recalls of a few min- 
utes before had changed_to frigid indiffer- 
ence. Not comprehending what to make of 
it, he left the theater and proceeded to his 
hotel. On the way there, as he was passing 
a rather retired spot, there was the crack of 
a revoiver, andthe next moment a_ builet 
went crashing through the front windows 
of his hack. He learned later that this 
yistol-shot was the spontaneous outburst of 
Mexican indignation at his refusalto “fiddle” 
till the Mexican appetite wa ssatisfied. 

With most artists an experience like this 
would have been enough to piace Mexico on 
the black list, but Reimenyi, nothing 
daunted, swore he would keep his return en- 
gagement at the Mexican capital, and that 
he would again bring his audience to his 
feet. This he did, several weeks later, after 
a tour through the interior. As before, the 
audience was large and select,but he noticed 
the same clammy indifference. So he warmed 
up his Hungarian and artistic blood, and 
made his instrument distill harmonious and 
marvelous strains more wonderful, he 
thinks, than he ever had made it produce 
before. By degrees the ice thawed; then 
came faint applause; then louder, and finally 
it was a tornado’ of ‘bravos,” the 
excitable Spanish hearers overcoming their 
prejudice ‘and rising to their feet. He thinks 
it the greatest victory of his life. 

Among other gentiemen who entertained 
the violinist while in St. Louis was Mr. 
Ado!tphus Busch, and here again was a bit 
of romance on asmall scale, going to show 
that the lyre of Orpheus, which made trees 
and rocks dance the cancan in days of yore, 
has some modern descendants. Mr. Busch, 
while the most hospitable of gentlemen and 
popular everywhere tor jis business and so- 
Clal worth, is not very emotional in his na- 
ture and rather prides himself on _ being’ 
able to resist the temptations of impulse. 
Remenyi and his host were chatting good- 
naturedly with one another as they ap- 
proached the brewery, and the artist said 
he wouid bet five dollars to five cents that he 
could make Mr. Buschshow signs of emotion 
When he played. ‘Ihe bet was taken. Mr. 
Buseh sent out and bought a common §$2 
violin, prubably to give tne Hungarian about 
as up-hill a job as he could, and then he 
called in alotof his workmen to hear and 
enjoy the test. Remenyi began at first with 
a sunple ballad, passing by degrees to: more 
elaborate and exquisite harmonies. ‘The 
men were s000 carried away by 
the virtuoso’s powers and broke 
iorth into the wildest applause. Up to this 
time Mr. Busch had held his ground bravely, 
but he could stand against the inieetion no 
longer, and clapped his hands heartily in 
unison with the rest. Remenyi had won his 
bet, and Mr. Busch hereafter will probably 
not beso sure of his control over his feelings. 
On Monday afternoon the artist delighted a 
small circle of ladies and gent'emen with a 
musicale at the residence of one of our 
prominent citizens, also one of his own per- 
sonal friends. ‘That special favourite of his, 
the Shubert Serenade, was rendered, among 


other beauties, with exquisite ei- 
fect. Remenyi, like all true 
artists, is extremely sensitive 


to noise while his whoie soul is wrapped up 
inhis work. <A most serivus accident oc- 
curred to jar his nerves while he was pour- 
ing torth the meiting strains of the serenade. 
The usual small bey atiached to the family 
Came sliding down stairs like a Swiss ava- 
lanche. ‘The artist knit his Hungarian brows, 
but went on to the finish. ‘en he approach- 
ed the terrible intant and gruftly said: ‘‘Are 
yuu de poy vat make dat noise? Vat for 
poys make noise, anyhow ?” 

here is a good story told of his recent ex- 
perience in Minneapolis. On tuuching the 
chords of the piano that was to accom- 
pany him, he found that it was not 
up to concert pitch, and directed the 
men tomake it higher. When he camein 
later he found this had been done by a |ot of 
idiots who had placed biocks under the legs. 
ln his excitement he ventured to allude to 
them as “tam fools.” ‘The manager cau- 
tioned him against the use of such unparila- 
mentary language, when he repiied quickiy: 
“Oh, 1 said it in French.” 

He got off a good bon mot on Ingersoll not 
long ago. He asked the dauntiess Bob in 
whai they resembied each other. On Rob- 
ert Lalling to see any points of resemblance, 
the Hungarian said: ‘“‘Because I am de fiddie 
an’ you are de in-tiddie.” Not so bad for im- 
ported talent. 

Kemenyi expresses himseif as delighted 
with St. Louis and the cordial hospiiaiity 
extended him by the public aud his friends 
here. Singulariy enough for a Hungarian, he 
never touches liquor in any shape, which 
probabiy explains the unvaried delicacy 
of his touch.
